DR. KENT SPEAKS 
TO DISCUSSION CLUB 


On Monday evening, April 25th, 
Dr. Kent, Principal of Queen's Theo- 
logical College, addressed the Madoc 
Discussion Club. His subject, “‘Arch- 
aeology in Bible Lands,” was ably 
handled and thoroughly enjoyed by 
his audience, 

Dr. Kent first compared condilions 
under which excavating in the East 
has to be carried on, and the differ- 
ent methods thug made necessary. In 
Egypt due to the extreme dryness 
of the air, remains of ancient civiliza- 
tions lie buried, little changed beneath 
the drifting sands. For example, the 
body of a man in an excellent state of 
preservation, though not embalmed 
as mummies are, was found a_ few 
years ago. At present it rests in a 
hermetically sealed glass case in the 
Royal British Museum, Loadon but 
Dr. Kent doubled if it would remain 
without disintegration there as many 
thousands of years ax it had in the 
dry sands of Egypt. Digging brings 
to light many treasures, whole ‘and 
colorful as when first trade. 

In the land between the Tigris und 
the Euphrates, however, cunditions 
are different. The sites of many cit- 
ies, as Babylon, lie buried under lay- 
ers of mud brought down by the riv- 
ers in flood time. S» quickly did the 
ruins of a broken and deserted city 
become hidden that in two hundred 
years time or less another might have 
arisen on the same site. Thus, ex- 
cavators have found, in cutting 
through these mounds, as many as 
eleven layers of different civilizations. 
Working throu sh the soil removed to 
find anything of value it may contaia 
is a slow and tedious process. Arab 
labour is dear and the workers too of. 
ten steal small zrticles found, con- 
cealing them in their locs4 garments. 
to be later soid for their own profit. 
These are a few of the difficulties 
faced by men desiring to learn the 
secrets of earty Scripzure times, 

Very often artic'es recovered in 
Basylon or Palestine are broken and 
poorly preserved. One of the oustand- 
ing finds of recent limes was the 
ruins of an ancient library containing 
thousands of mawuscripts,, many in 
good condition Tres? range in sub- 
ject from poetry aad folk lore to sets 
of laws and bills of sale. They are 
tatiets of clay, marked upon by a 
sharp instrument, while still soft, then 
Saked hard, an! often protected by 
a leyer of wax and an envelope of 
clay. The British Museum has many 
of these tablets or exhibition.

Chancellor Hitler is paying the bills 
of former Kaiser Wilhelm of Germ- 
any, Poultney Bigelow, said ntly 
and an accountant goes to Doorn, 
Holland, to check them. 

“All the Kaiser owns in Germany 
is sand waste and forest land,” said 
Bigelow, 83-year-old author, on his 
return from his annual visit to the 
former German Emperor, his boyhoo 
friend.

Half to three-quar- 
te a@ pound per day of a grain 
mixture made up of two parts oats 
and one part bran is generally suffic., 
jent, If mixe non-legume hays are 
fed, the addition of half a part of oil 
‘meal will prove beneficial. 

‘As lambing time approaches, and 
the ewes become heavy in lamb, they 
will require more pen and feeding 
space. The ewes which are expected 
to lamb early should be separated 
from the main flock. This is easily 
t| done if the ram was marked at breed- 
ing time and records kept. The warm. 
est and most comfortable pen, one re- 
ceiving plenty of sunshine and free 
from draughts should be selected. 
The floor should be dry, level, and 
well bedded with clean straw. This.

Dr. Stephens described the working 
of the Act, and how inspectors should 
work. "A strong inspector should try 
to help the farmer, he said, in out- 
lining-the requisities of 2 good  in- 
spector, “Distatorial methods should 
not be used, Establish interest in the 
farmer's work, from friendliness and 
you will find that prosecutions will be 
few and far between, In extra hard 
cases, the weeds can be remeved from 
the farm of a stubborn mun and the 
cost charged against his taxes.” 

“You have the same powers in the 
cities. In a city like Belleville, inspec. 
tors must insert a notice in the local 
paper advising residents of the pre- 
sence of weeds and asking for their 
removal. If this is not done within a 
period of two months inspectors have 
the. authority to remove the weeds 
and charge the cost against the taxcs 
of the property,” Dr, Stephens point- 
ed out. 

He asked the co-operation of rate- 
payers in reporting to their council- 
lors the presence of weeds, and of 
councils in aiding the department to 
rid the province of pernicious growths 
some of which are becoming a nation. 
al menace, Roadside cutting of weeds 
cost the province over $200,000) last 
year, the speaker stated, and only 
twenty per cent of the weeds were 
cut.

EFFECT OF MACHINE AGE 

The arrival of the machine age has 
compelled an extraordinary and as- 
tonishing draft upon the underground 
tesources of the world. Statistics 
show that@jin the hundred years be- 
tween the battle of Waterloo and the 
Battle of Marne the white population 
of the world increased three fold but 
the consumption of metals and min- 
eral fuels increased about one hun- 
dred fold. 

Two characteristics of mining stand 
out prominently. First there is the 
marked concentration of the produc- 
tion of certain minerals in certain 
regions and localities.

BROTHERS BURNED 
| WHEN DRENCHED 
| WITH DISTILLATE 


TWO ARE KILLED 
AND SEVERAL INJURED 
IN C. N. R. WRECK 


The death toll in the derailment on 
Sunday of 19 cars of a Canadian Na- 
tional Railways freight train was rais- 
ed to two Monday with the death of a 
man in hospital. The body of a second 
man, taken from the wreckage Sun- 
day, remained unidentified. 

Meanwhile crews continued to probe 
into the tangled mass of wreckage 
in a wild swamp region of Pontiac 
County, 42 miles west of Ottawa. An 
unidentified number of transients 
were involved in the wreck, believed 
caused by a broken wheel. Railway 
officials, however, doubted whether a 
large number of bodies would be 
found, but suspected one or two others 
might have been killed. 


An 80-year-old man is dead and 
two youths are in hospital at Win- 
nipeg with small chance of recovery 
after fire accidents in Manitoba on 
Tuesday. William Schwark was burn- 
ed fatally in his small cabin near 
Beausejour, 30 miles northeast of 
Winnipeg. 

The Ochrenchuk brothers, Archie, 
20, and Walter, 18, struggled to pre- 
serve their lives after a can of dis- 
tillate exploded while they were burn- 
ing brush«on their father’s farm near 
Dominion City, drenching them with 
blazing liquid.

FISHERMEN, CAMPERS 
BEWARE OF BLACK FLIES 


At this season of the year the 
thoughts of fishermen, campers and 
others are turning towards the bu. 
colic and sylvan pleasures of the 
great outdoors. Probably nowhere 
in the world are facilities for such 
enjoyment better for the average 
person than in Canada. Almost liter. 
ally speaking however, “there is a fly 
in the ointment”; in fact too many 
mosquitoes. These winged demons of 
the forest as one of the early Jesuit 
Fathers referred to them, occur in 
great numbers, especially in spring 
and early summer, in many otherwise 
attractive locations. 

Fortunately there are certain 
simple precautionary measures that 
may be taken, which will do much 
to mitigate the discomfort and an. 
noyance caused by  theSe insects. 
These measures are discussed in a 
pamphlet prepared by direction of 
the Dominion Entomologist, entitled

successful, they must not permit 
themselves to think, as many do,-that 
they can scatter their favorite seeds 
upon an infertile and inactive soil, and 
expect nature to produce for them the 
harvest of their dreams. Soil, to be 
highly productive, must be well sup- 
plied with readily decomposable or- 
ganic matter, lime, nitrogen and the 
essential mineral plant food substan- 
ces, phosphoric acid and potash.

called mineral elements, magnesium 
and boron, in the correction of nutri- 
tional diseases of apples, potatoes 
and turnips have drawn attention to 
the increasing complexity of soil fer- 
tility problems. Fortunately, during

Soil reaction, or the degree of acidity 
or alkalinity, plus the presence or ab- 
sence of appreciable amounts of car-| 
bonateg has much ‘to do with the ac- 
curacy of manX soil testing methods. 
Phosphates in particular are very un- 
available to plants on high lime soils, 
and any testing method that gives a 
high reading for phosphorus on this 
type of soil may be very misleading. 

Intensive cropping, as practised by | 
commercial gardeners, requires that | 
the soil be much higher in readily a- 
vailable plant food than igs the case 
where grain and more slowly develop. 
ing farm crops are grown. These and 
many other soil and crop conditions 
necessitate the use of seevral types of 
tests. The experienced soil chemist 
uses the one best adapted to the con- 
ditions under consideration, fre- 
quently employing four or five dif- 
ferent methods in the course of the 
day’sa work. 

Soil testing performed accurately, 
provides a definite clue to unhealthy 


‘soil conditions. Tests performed hap- 


hazardly are merely a pretense. Far- 
mers and gardenerg with real soil pro- 
blems will therefore find it profitable 
to depend upon the facility provided 
by agricultural experiment stations 
and the technical service departments 
of reliable industrial firms which 
maintain equipped laboratories in 
charge Of experienced agricultural 
chemists.
